CPA Plan To Hurt Consumers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
- Air 
pollution regulations th at 
some 
utilities officials say could result in 
higher costs to consumers have been 
proposed for Ohio by the U.S. Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA). 
The regulations, presented Wed­ 
nesday to the Ohio EPA, cover the 
discharge of sulfur dioxide—a gas 
emitted when fuels such as coal are 
burned. 
The regulations vary for different 
counties in the state, but industries and 
utilities in those counties most affected 
probably would have to install special 
equipment or buy coal with a low- 
sulfur content in order to meet the 
requirements, EPA officials said. 
Officials of some utilities say the 
extra 
expense eventually 
will 
be 
passed on to consumers. 
Donald Maddox, an official with the 
EPA’s regional office in Chicago, said 
that 
Ohio 
has 
no 
comprehensive 
regulations on emission of sulfur 
dioxide from smokestacks.

United Nations 
Employes 
Held Hostage 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
Armed I .atm American refugees held 
five United Nations officials and 
employes under threat of death today, 
but Argentine officials agreed to let 
them leave the country if they find 
somewhere to go. 


The group, said to consist of Chileans 
and at least one Brazilian, burst into 
the offices of the U.N. High Com­ 
m ission for Refugees at m idday 
W ednesday, dem anding that the 
United Nations take the refugees to an­ 
other country because they said they 
were destitute in Argentina. 


The group spokesman mentioned 
Sweden and Belgium but said the 
refugees would go to any democratic 
country that would receive them. 
In Geneva, the high commissioner of 
the U.N. refugee organization, Prince 
Sadruddin Aga Khan, said he had 
asked Sweden, Denmark and a third, 
unnamed country whether they were 
willing to take the group in Argentina 
but so far had received no reply. 


“We deplore the use of force and 
violence, but this will bring the plight 
of refugees to public attention,” the 
prince told the commission’s executive 
board. 
The U.N. authorities in Geneva said 
they 
understood there 
were 
nine 
refugees, including a Brazilian and 
eight 
Chileans, 
in 
the 
group 
in 
Argentina. But a spokesman for the 
group in Buenos Aires, who said he 
was a Brazilian, said there were 
“about a dozen” Chileans, including 
two women.

the measures. Public hearings also 
will be held in four Ohio cities. A 
hearing in Cleveland is tentatively 
scheduled for December. 
The regulations are expected to 
generate considerable interest from 
utility companies. Raymond Kudukis, 
director of the Cleveland utilities 
department, said the city’s municipal 
light plant burns coal with a sulfur 
content slightly over 2 per cent. The 
new regulations propose that the plant 
use coal with a sulfur content of 1.4 per 
cent or less. 
He said such a requirement would 
entail purchase of expensive coal with 
a low-sulfur content. “But all the other 
power generating facilities would be 
looking for the same coal. You would 
have a very drastic increase in the 
price of that coal and obviously, 
because of fuel adjustment clauses, a 
drastic increase in the price of elec­ 
tricity.” 


Jack Wunderle, state director of air 
pollution control, said he thought there 
was “substantial overkill” in the 
proposed regulations. He added that 
clean air standards are not being met 
in Cuyahoga, Jefferson, Trumbull, 
Mahoning and Lucas counties. 


Arthur M. Merims, the public in­

Homeowners Urged 
To Conserve Gas 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A looming 
natural gas shortage may start forcing 
as many as a half million Americans 
out of work in a m atter of weeks unless 
Congress and the Ford administration 
can reach a compromise on national 
energy policy. 
Congressional testimony 
has 
in­ 
dicated some 500,000 workers may be 
out of jobs when the anticipated 
natural gas shortage hits this winter. 
There are predictions the layoffs could 
begin soon after Nov. I. 
No one in Congress has challenged 
the 
prediction, 
but 
neither 
Republicans nor Democrats in the 
Senate have indicated willingness to 
budge from their positions on energy 
pricing — the issue that has put the 
D em ocratic-controlled Congress at 
odds with President Ford for almost 
nine months. 
Each side has its own proposed 
solution for the gas shortage forecast 
for 14 states this winter. The Federal 
Power Commission says either bill 
could help reduce the shortage to 
manageable proportions. 
Republicans are seeking an end to 
all price controls on natural gas. They 
say ending controls would increase the 
price and therefore the supply of gas 
available to the 14 threatened states. 
D em ocrats 
have 
pushed 
for 
em ergency legislation th at would 
permit gas-short states to buy gas 
directly frm gas-producing states, 
m ainly Louisiana, Oklahoma and 
Texas, for about $1.25 per unit. That 
price is almost 150 per cent above the 
current controlled price. 
But 
R epublicans, 
with 
the 
President’s blessing, have refused to 
consider the emergency legislation 
except as part of their effort to

eliminate price controls on natural gas 
permanently. 
Democrats are refusing to allow a 
vote, saying elimination of 
price 
controls would bring the oil-gas in­ 
dustry a bonanza and worsen inflation 
and unemployment. They note House 
leaders say there is no chance of 
passing a long-range gas bill in the 
House this year. 


An attem pted com prom ise was 
defeated Wednesday. 


By a 55 to 45 vote the Senate rejected 
an amendment by Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson III, D-Ill., that would have 
let the well price of gas rise sharply 
over the next five years, with oil prices 
reduced during the same period. At the 
end of five years, the President could 
have, with congressional approval, 
modified the price controls or removed 
them altogether. 
In general, Republicans say price 


controls have created gas shortages by 
denying the petroleum industry money 
needed to develop m ore energy. 
Democrats generally agree that prices 
should be allowed to rise somewhat — 
but not to the level that might be ex­ 
pected if controls were eliminated. 
The proposal was rejected after the 
Senate, on a surprisingly close 54 to 45 
vote, defeated an amendment by Sen. 
Jam es Abourezk, D-S.D., seeking to 
break the nation's largest oil and gas 
companies into numerous smaller 
firms. 
The shortage is expected to be 
greatest in 14 states, which have 
nearly six million workers whose jobs 
are dependent on natural gas.

Federal Action 
To Gain Railroad 
Taxes Promoted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A new- 
natural gas conservation program by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc. will ask 
homeowners to keep thermostats at 67 
degrees this winter. 
“Columbia has begun to develop a 
new conservation program or a change 
in emphasis in the thrust of its existing 
program ,” said Jam es L. 
Fullin, 
counsel for the gas firm. 
“In addition to soliciting again this 
year the help of local public officials, 
an effort will be made to further 
sensitize the residential customers 
through the aid and assistance of local 
chambers of commerce, business and 
professional groups and the local news 
media,” he said. 
Columbia, the state’s major natural 
gas supplier, expects to cut all gas this 
winter to industrial boilers using one 
million or more cubic feet of the color­ 
less, odorless fuel monthly. It is 
aw aiting approval of the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
Nonboiler industrial consumption 
would be curtailed at least 65 per cent 
under the curtailment proposal and 
major commercial users would be cut 
40 per cent. 
Columbia and the state’s energy 
agency originally asked homeowners 
to keep therm ostats at 68 degrees this 
winter, the sam e temperature as last 
year. 
Fullin said the utility is forming an 


ad hoc task force to pep up the con­ 
servation program before this winter. 
In the past, he said, Columbia has 
cut residential gas consumption by 5 to 
7 per cent annually. 
The firm had been criticized by John 
Borrows, utility director of the PUCO, 
for showing a 
“somewhat 
disap­ 
pointing” residential conservation 
record. It was Borrows who recom­ 
mended Columbia start a vigorous 
cam paign with public agencies, 
private business and civic associations 
to promote conservation. 
Despite Columbia’s move, the Ohio 
Manufacturers Association urged the 
PUCO to extend gas curtailments to 
residential users. 
“ If the utility is faced with a crisis of 
the proportions which it alleges, then 
the plan to be approved by the com­ 
mission should affect ail sales and ev­ 
ery customer of the company,” the 
association said. 
Fullin said residential curtailment is 
impractical because of the utility’s 40 
per cent annual turnover in residential 
customers, different patterns of con­ 
sumption by each consumer and dif­ 
ficulty in penalizing low income 
customers who can’t afford home 
improvements. 
‘‘Columbia 
has 
studied 
the 
possibility of a mandatory (residential 
curtailment) system and is continuing 
to study it,” Fullin said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Saying the 
delinquent funds are sorely needed by 
local 
governm ents 
and 
school 
districts, Sen. Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, 
has introduced legislation to speed up 
payment of property taxes owed by 
bankrupt railroads. 


The measure would allow the federal 
government to act as a property tax 
collection agent for state and local 
taxing districts. In effect, the federal 
government would purchase the debts 
from local governments, providing 
them directly with the needed funds. 
In the bankruptcy hearings, the 
federal government would press its 
claim against the bankrupt estates, 
retaining the prior lien rights of the 
state and local taxing districts. 
“ In Cleveland alone, bankrupt 
railroads—principally Penn Central — 
owed $10.6 million to local taxing 
districts as of mid-year, and the total 
for all of Cuyahoga County was more 
than $12 million,” Taft said. 
“ This 
nonpaym ent 
pattern 
is 
repeated in 74 of Ohio’s 88 counties and 
the local taxpayer is having to bear the 
burden.” 
Taft noted that because of the 
lengthy and complex legal proceedings 
resulting from the bankruptcy actions, 
state and local taxing districts have 
been unable for five years to collect 
property taxes owed them by Penn 
Central. 
“There is at this point no end in 
sight,” Taft said. “There is no time 
toward which these communities can 
look with certainty to receive the 
revenue owed them. 
“This money owed by bankrupt 
railroads is vitally needed,” he said. 
“It is needed by our schools, our 
counties, our cities and our villages, 
and by the local taxpayers who must 
support them. 
Taft said the federal government 
contributed to the railroads’ problems 
by over-regulating them and now 
should accept the responsibility of 


helping communities that have been 
hurt. 
In Cleveland, Cuyahoga County 
Auditor George Voinovich claimed 
credit for the idea, saying he had 
exhausted local efforts to collect about 
$15 million in back taxes from bank­ 
rupt railroads like the Penn Central 
and Erie I^ackawanna. 
Voinovich said at a news conference 
Wednesday he met with federal of­ 
ficials on the problem in July. “I 
literally pushed the panic button and 
told the group that the constantly 
growing railroad tax delinquency 
could be solved only through federal 
action.” 
If the Taft bill became law, it would 
mean $7 million for Cleveland schools, 
$3 million for the city and $2.5 million 
for the county, the auditor said. He 
said the railroads’ delinquency was 
growing at about $3 million a year and 
accounted for about half the back 
taxes owed in the county. 
Voinovich said if the government 
had forced the railroads to pay their 
taxes, some communities would not 
have been forced to raise taxes.

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Renewed Lebanese Fighting 
Costs Lives Of At Least 26 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Private 
armies of Christians and Moslems 
battled in the streets of Beirut today as 
Prem ier Rashid Karami again sought 
Syrian m ediation from P resident 
Hafez Assad in Damascus. 
Unofficial estim ates of casualties in 
the past 24 hours ranged up to 60 dead 
and more than 200 wounded. 
A heavy rainfall, the first of the 
season, stilled the gunfire for 40 
minutes shortly after dawn. But street 
fighting resumed as the sun rose. 
“Armed 
men are 
everywhere,” 
Beirut Radio announced. “ All roads 
are closed. There is no change in the 
situation.” 
Machinegun battles raged in several 
residential areas. Sniper fire and 
bomb blasts terrorized suburbs outside 
the main combat zones. 
Fires started in Wednesday’s battles 
burned out of control until the arrival 
of 12 fire engines from Syria to help 
hardpressed Lebanese crews. 
Government sources said Karami 
left for Damascus before dawn in a 
last-ditch attem pt to “Arabize” the 
Lebanese conflict with mediation from 
other governments. 
Syria had sent Foreign Minister 


Abdul Halim Khaddam to mediate in 
the last round of sectarian fighting 
here, resulting in a temporary cease­ 
fire that ended after the Moslem feast 
of Eid el Fitr. 
Late W ednesday night, K aram i 
expressed support for a 
Kuwaiti 
proposal to convene an urgent con­ 
ference of Arab foreign ministers to 
discuss the lebanese situation. 
In the bloodiest incident of Wed­ 
nesday’s day-long action, a mortar 
shell ripped into a crowd of worried 
citizens who had gathered at a bakery 
to stock up on bread, killing 14 and 
injuring more than 25. 
Rocket-propelled grenades and 
mortar shells set several fires in the 
Moslem suburb of Chiyah, and the 
Christian stronghold of Ashrafieh also 
was shelled heavily. 
Black smoke drifted over the 
downtown area from a huge blaze in 
the port area and fires broke out at a 
nearby marketplace containing dozens 
oi shops. 
Renewed fighting also broke out 
between Moslems in the northern port 
of Tripoli and Christians from the 
neighboring town of Zagharta. Reports 
listed one dead and 24 wounded.

initiated a review of milk prices 
because milk is such an important 
product for American consumers. 
The economic analysis found that 
the actual price for a half gallon of milk 
in 38 of the 56 federal marketing areas 
during 1960 was 42.8 cents. The study 
estimated that with no regulation at all 
the price would have been 39.4 cents. 
In those areas in 1970, milk cost 57.8 
cents a half-gallon, but would have 
been 
47.4 
cents 
without 
price 
regulations, the analysis said. 
Moskow said, “It is a very con­ 
troversial issue. Once we have a better 
idea what the evidence shows, then I 
think we can see whether any policy 
action is appropriate.” 
The council can hold hearings on 
subjects and subpoena evidence. It has 
no power to order price rollbacks or 
changes in regulation, although its 
composition of top economic spe­ 
cialists gives it considerable political 
influence. 
Moskow said the council is looking at 
federal and state regulations dealing 
with milk prices as well as the entire 
dairy industry. 
One of the recent studies which 
attracted the council’s interest was by 
John E. Kwoka Jr. He studied federal 
milk marketing orders while working 
toward his doctorate at the University 
of Pennsylvania and refined the study 
while assistant professor of economics 
at the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill. He recently went to work 
in the Bureau of Economics at the 
Federal Trade Commission. 
Under federal milk marketing or­ 
ders, the Department of Agriculture 
sets the minimum prices which farm­ 
ers must receive for the milk they 
produce, according to whether it’s 
finally used as table milk, cheese or 
dried milk. 
The federal regulations, which 
amount to a floor under prices, now 
cover the 56 marketing areas around 
major metropolitan centers. Those 
marketing areas cover about 70 per 
cent of the nation’s population. 
Kwoka’s analysis attem pted to 
construct a price for milk assuming 
there was no regulation. Although his 
study did not specifically deal with 
retail price regulations in the 17 states 
with the authority to set such prices, 
Kwoka said in an interview his find­ 
ings could fairly be applied to both 
state and federal regulations. 
Kwoka said the effect of the federal 
regulation is to preserve inefficient 
milk producers while blocking ex­ 
pansion of market power by the most 
efficient milk producers, primarily 
those in the Minnesota-Wisconsin area.

Blast Ford 
Fare Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford’s plan aimed at stimulating 
competition in the air transportation 
industry is drawing strong opposition 
from airlines. 
Ford announced Wednesday he is 
asking Congress to remove some of the 
authority of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, to allow airlines more freedom 
to raise and lower fares and to start 
and stop service between cities. 
Administration officials contended 
the legislation would result in lower 
over-all air fares for the public by 
stimulating competition. 
Major airlines objected to the 
proposal, saying it would lead to 
higher prices and turn the nation’s 
transportation system into chaos. 
The heads of House and Senate 
subcommittees involved with studies 
of airlines indicated agreement with 
the effort to make air travel more af­ 
fordable, but withheld immediate 
judgment on the Ford proposal.

Tax-Cutting 
Session Ends 
W ith Boost 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Some 
motorists may no longer be able to 
deduct state gasoline taxes from their 
federal taxes if Congress approves a 
proposal by the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 
The committee met Wednesday to 
consider a plan designed to simplify 
tax returns. The plan would have 
granted a $1.3 billion tax reduction to 
the millions of Americans who itemize 
deductions each year. 
But by the time the meeting was 
over, the committee had turned the 
proposed tax cut into a $575 million tax 
increase. 
Committee members were con­ 
sidering a 
new 
“simplification 
deduction” which would substitute a 
lump-sum figure for miscellaneous 
deductions listed on itemized tax 
forms. But they voted 17 to 6 to repeal 
the nonbusiness itemized deduction 
that allows taxpayers to write off the 
state tax they pay on gasoline. 
“The gasoline tax deduction may be 
considered inconsistent with the 
national energy policy. The deduction 
lowers the price of gasoline for tax­ 
payers who itemize deductions,” the 
panel was told by its staff tax experts, 
who estimated that eliminating the 
deduction could reduce gasoline 
consumption by 60,000 barrels of oil 
daily. 
The gasoline tax deduction was 
included in a package proposal for 
ending or changing miscellaneous 
itemized deductions and replacing 
them with a lump-sum itemized 
deduction of up to $650. 
As many as 27 million Americans 
normally itemize deductions rather 
than simply taking the standard 
deduction. Repeal of the nonbusiness 
gasoline tax deduction, if approved by 
Congress, would take effect Jan. I, 
1976.

A Striking Statistic

NEW YORK (KFS) - It once was 
said of active women that they had 
their fingers in every pie. 
Today ifs the heck with pie: their 
fingers are stuck in bowling balls. 
Startlingly, the latest statistic has it 
that 20 per cent of all Amercian women 
bowl — on a regular basis! That means 
daily or weekly. Uncounted others 
have an occasional fling at it. (That’s 
what I do — fling myself down the 
alley, rather than losing a thumb or 
two fingers.) 
“Oh-oh,” says Vesma Grinfelds of 
San Francisco, one of the nation’s top 
female pros. “Please don’t say alley.’ 
We call them ‘lanes’ now. And your 
ball doesn’t go in the ‘gutter.’ It goes in 
the ‘channel.’ ’’ Since women got into 
bowling, they want to clean up the 
negative stereotypical semantics of 
the sport. 
Vesma is young, lovely, unmuscular- 
looking and intellectual, which is far 
from the stereotype of women bowlers. 
A former figure-skating champ with 
an almost complete master’s degree in 
Political Science, she claims bowling 
is the most “mental’’ sport in the U.S. 
“To win a bowling competition,’’ she 
says, “you have to put out a 150 per 
cent effort. Ten per cent of it is 
physical, and 140 per cent is mental.” 
How’s that? 
“ Compare it with tennis, for 
example. In tennis, there are a 
tremendous variety of moves, and 
there is a chance to make a wrong 
move, then cover up with another, 
brilliant move and get away with it. 
“In bowling, you have four or five 
steps, one arm swing, one follow- 
through 
and 
one 
pushaway. 
Everything must be precise, perfect. 
You must have total concentration. 
That does not mean thinking about 
your moves as you make them. There 
is a vast difference between thinking 
and concentrating. If you think about 
taking a left step, then a right, you’re 
in trouble — spastic; no matter how 
intelligent you are, your brain cannot 
cope with thinking in your one second 
of action. 
“No, you must concentrate. Con­ 
centration is an act in bowling of 
forcing yourself to daydream at will — 
of getting every thought out of your 
head except that target.” 
And even when one manages to 
concentrate perfectly, says Vesma, 
you can miss a strike or spare. “That’s 
because there’s a certain element of 
luck, which fortunately tends to even 
out. The bowling gods may turn their 
backs on you one day, and look 
favorably on you the next. More and 
more, I become fatalistic about the 
game.” 
She is particularly fatalistic about a 
match she will play this Saturday in 
Las 
Vegas. 
In 
a 
televised 
ex­ 
travaganza for the biggest cash prize 


in the history of pro bowling, she will 
pit her concentration against another 
top pro, Judy Soutar of Kansas City, 
Mo., and the highest-scoring woman 
amateur, Carolyn Anderton of Ft. 
Worth. Called “The Brunswick $50,000 
Showdown,” the 
winner-take-all 
match is to be hosted by Telly Savaias 
and Ed Mahon. 
“I’ve already won the match,’’ Ms. 
Grinfelds smiles, “but only in my own 
mind.” 
She explains: in preparation for the 
spectacular, she saw a hypnotist. 
“Under hypnotism, I’ve already gone 
through the entire tournament — all 
the heart-pounding, the suspense. I’ve 
won it, in my own mind. Ifs now a 
matter of my doing it in reality.” 
Vesma doesn’t know what types of 
mental and confidence-provoking 
techniques her competitors will be 
using, but she’s sure they have their 
own systems for relaxing and con­ 
centrating. 
“We all have to 
do 
something to psyche ourselves up. It’s 


a highly personal thing of trying to put 
your own head together.” 


I asked Vesma if the mental aspect 
of the sport might be an advantage for 
women — over men — in bowling. Her 
deep brown eyes glistened, like a pair 
of miniature bowling balls. “Oh, I 
think men can concentrate as well as 
women,” she said. “But I will say this 
much. Although the statistics show 
that the average man can outbowl a 
woman by IO to 15 pins per game, I 
think this is the only sport where 
women can reasonably win over men 
in the short run. Over the long run, 
men should win out because they have 
more muscle and more stamina. 


“When bowling has its equivalent of 
the Bobby Riggs-Billie Jean King 
match,” she smiled, “I’m afraid we 
will have to get handicap points . . .” 
Unless, she leered sweetly, the 
female competitors are allowed to 
wear mini-gear which would disrupt 
the male maxi-concentration!

NEW YORK (AP) — If financial 
default became a probability in his 
home town, said J. Rex Duwe, new 
president of the American Bankers 
Association, he would be eager to help 
but not to the point of risking de­ 
positors’ funds. 
“I would try to work with the 
community to help it become fiscally 
responsible and try to match spending 
with receipts. I would do everything I 
could but that doesn’t mean lending 
money it couldn’t pay back.” 
The greatest social irresponsibility 
that can be committed by a banker, 
said Duwe, 57, who on Wednesday took 
over for one year the leadership of the 
nearly 14,000-member commercial 
bank group, is to risk insolvency of his 
bank. 
This is much the same posture taken 
by New York City’s bankers as the city 
tries to find solutions to its financial 
difficulties, and puts pressure on 
banks and other institutions to offer 
financial aid. 
What makes Duwe’s views unusually 
interesting is his background in grass­ 
roots America, where he runs the 
Farmers State Bank in the tiny town of 
Lucas, Kan. The population is 620, up 
by 96 bodies since the last census, 
according to a check with the county 
clerk. 
Lucas has almost no unemployment, 
“only those who don’t want to work,” 
Duwe said. It has little crime because 
it has “a large and well equipped 
police force, who happens to be a

friend of mine.” It has, Duwe said, “a 
vocal minority, but he too is a good 
friend.” 
It is very unlike the stereotype of 
New 
York, 
and 
New 
Yorkers 
sometimes fear that stereotype costs 
them sympathy. But, said Duwe, the 
same banking principles apply, big 
town or small. 
In his long climb through the ranks 
of the association, Duwe said, “I 
haven’t found one banker who doesn’t 
feel a keen responsibility to his 
community. It is demonstrated here in 
New York.” 
New York bankers, he said, “not 
only have walked the first mile, but the 
second, third and fourth miles to keep 
the city afloat. I have the distinct 
feeling they have gone beyond where I 
would have gone.” 
Although Duwe didn’t forecast it, 
under his formula a default would be 
the next step for New York City. It 
would mean “honing expenses down to 
the point where they could be paid 
from tax revenues.” 
The actual impact of default is 
impossible to assess, he believes, 
although it probably would be mainly 
on the city’s ability to raise future 
funds. 
Would he approve of federal aid? 
“The question you are asking involves 
every single taxpayer in America. The 
federal government doesn’t produce a 
dime. It takes money from people and 
redistributes it — after overhead.” 
It is impossible, he said, to ignore the 
consequences of creating a precedent. 
“I don’t see how it (the federal govern­ 
ment) can help New York and not help 
Boston or Detroit or Lucas, Kan.” 
Does he, then, believe in federal 
guarantees on corporate loans? “I was 
personally against that too. It was a 
booboo,” he replied. 
“ Therefore, do you believe in 
bankruptcy?” he was asked. 
He replied: “I believe in fiscal 
responsibility before it is too late — 
before it reaches that point.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Despite 
manufacturing activity being off 14.5 
per cent and textile out-put volume 
down 28 per cent, indicators signal 
better business ahead for the U.S. 
textile industry in the third quarter, 
according to a story in Textile World 
magazine.

Speaking Of Your Health

My fingers turn ashen white, even 
when I put my hands in mildly cold 
water. 
This happened at first when the 
weather was cold. Now I notice that it 
happens even in warm or hot weather. 
Are there ways that my circulation 
can be examined for this symptom0 
Mrs. G. B ., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
You are correct in assuming that 
this is a problem that involves your 
circulation. 
There are a number of vascular 
disorders which affect the blood 
vessels of the tips of the hands and the 
feet and produce the symptoms you 
describe. 
The most common one is Raynaud’s 
disease. Spasm of the blood vessels 
that bring blood to the hands and feet 
can produce the blanching you 
described, also blueness (cyanosis). 
Raynaud’s is a very complex cir­ 
culatory problem. There are now 
many tests by which this disease and 
others can be diagnosed. 
There are a number of new drugs 
which are used with moderate success 
for dilating the blood vessels. 
There is also an operation known as 
“sympathectomy” which, too, is used 
in an effort to release the spasms of the 


blood vessels and increase the blood 
supply. 
Tobacco has been implicated in 
Raynaud’s disease. It adds more 
spasm to blood vessels already con­ 
stricted by this condition. 


Every once in a while I get a pimple 
inside of my nose. Then my nose 
balloons up to almost twice its size. I 
don’t pick my nose so I don’t un­ 
derstand why this should happen to 
me.

Dear Mr. Z.: 
The tiny hairs on the inside of the 
nose 
are 
nature’s 
protective 
mechanism. 
When these are pulled out, with or 
without a handkerchief, the roots are 
exposed to the germs that normally lie 
on the skin in this area. 
The 
germ, 
usually 
the 
staphylococcus, invades the open hair 
pocket and infection sets in. 
To prevent these infections, try 
using a simple mineral oil lubricant 
inside the nose. This keeps crusts 
from accumulating and diminishes the 
need to forcefully remove them. 
Repeated infections call for blood 
studies and cultures to see if there is 
any unusual underlying reason.

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP)—A federal 
judge here has reprimanded former 
U.S. Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark for 
commenting on the civil damages trial 
stemming from the Kent State 
University shootings, but the judge 
dropped contempt of court charges 
against Clark. 
U.S. District Court Judge Don J. 
Young charged Clark with a “striking 
lack of sensitivity” for violating a gag 
rule barring lawyers in the case from 
talking about it. 
The contempt citation was sought by 
an attorney for Gov. James Rhodes, 
one of the defendants, after Clark gave 
interviews to two Columbus television 
stations. 
Cark told the newsmen justice had 
failed earlier when criminal charges 
against eight former Ohio National 
Guardsmen were dropped. The eight 
were among troops accused of 
shooting and killing four students 
during 
a 
campus 
antiwar 
demonstration May 4, 1970. 
Clark also said a verdict against the 
40 state officials and guardsmen being 
sued in the damages trial would serve 
as a deterrent to other abuses in law 
enforcement. 
Verdicts exonerating the defendants 
from financial liability were returned 
Aug. 27. 
Clark said in his defense that he 
never had been hired by either side, 
although he had attended pretrial 
conferences with lawyers for the 
shooting victims. 
The judge said he would accept the 
attorney’s statement but concluded, 
“All of these matters show a rather 
striking lack of sensitivity on the part 
of Mr. Clark both to his professional 
responsibilities and to the unique 
character of these cases.”

The Youngstown lawmaker said he 
is asking for a requirement under 
which the three-member, appointed 
commission would have to adopt a 
code of ethics similar to the one that 
currently limits the political activity of 
Ohio’s judges. 
Members of the commission, under 
present law, are appointed to six-year 
terms by the governor, subject to 
approval of the Senate. The committee 
proposed no change in that procedure,

emphasis on professionalism." 
Along that line, the committee called 
in another recommendation for the 
commission staff to be qualified for

On a motion by Sen. Thomas A. Van

partisan patronage.” 
Additionally, the joint committee 
urged that the public utilities be 
prohibited from including their con­ 
tributions to political “ causes” (they 
are banned 
from

candidates) in their calculations of 
rate base expenses. 
Instead, any such contributions to a 
political cause—a state bond issue was 
cited as an example—would have to be 
underwritten 
by

shareholders. 
Some other recommendations, in­ 
cluding higher pay for commissioner 
and hearing examiners, were left for 
the pursuit of standing committees in 
the legislature that deal with energy 
and related matters. 
A survey of other comparable states 
showed the commission and staff is 


about half way down on a list of ll 
states in the amount they receive in 
salaries, said Roger Sullivan, the 
committee’s staff director. 
The 
committee’s general recommendation 
is that the standing committees con­ 
sider increases of about 25 per cent. 
Commission Chairman C. Luther 
Heckman and Commissioner Sally 
Bloomfield each receive $26,500 a year 
in salary, while Commissioner David 
C. Sweet, last in seniority, draws 
$25,300. 
Hearing examiners begin at about 
$14,000, but fall behind their coun­ 
terparts in other states in two or three 
years, Sullivan said. He said the aver­ 
age turnover among Ohio examiners is 
about two years, at which time they 
take higher paying jobs in industry. 
In other recommendations, the 
committee called for establishment of 
adversary services for small com­ 
munities and others opposing rate 
hikes at commission hearings, and the 
opening of an office in Washington, 
D.C., possibly in conjunction with 
Ohio’s new Energy Resource and 
Development Agency. The latter 
would make information about federal 
energy programs and policies to state 
planners. 
Carney said the committee’s major 
proposals, generally designed to give 
the commission greater control over 
two key rate making procedures, 
make up “ 85 per cent of our report.” 
Those procedures are the fuel ad­ 
justment clause, under which utilities 
pass fuel cost increases along to 
consumers, and the reconstruction 
cost new (RCN) formula, which lets 
utilities base the value of their capital 
plants on current replacement costs 
rather than what they cost originally. 
In its earlier recommendations, the 
committee said the commission should 
clamp tighter controls on use of the 
fuel adjustment clause, and that RCN 
should be replaced by an original cost 
formula.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Three U.S. 
intelligence agencies, declining to 
speak openly of the current covert op­ 
erations in 
Portugal, 
admit 
they 
misread the situation that led to the 
still-seething political unrest there. 
Officials of three 
intelligence 
agencies told a House panel Tuesday 
that they were unable to predict the 
coup that last year ousted rightist 
dictator Marcello Caetano, partly be­ 
cause they were not paying great 
attention to Portugese affairs. 
While the officials were speaking 
before the Select House Committee on 
Intelligence, a White House official 
denied rum ors that th at Central 
Intelligence Agency director William 
Colby will be fired. 
However, other government officials 
both in the White House and the CIA, 
said they expect Colby either to resign 
or be fired by President Ford soon 
after the end of congressional in­ 
vestigations, expected next year. 
And the Senate committeee probing 
intelligence announced it had agreed 
to an “urgent” request from Ford to 
defer hearings on the National Secur­ 
ity Agency, a super-secret group which 
breaks foreign codes and monitors 
radio and television traffic around the 
world. 
The request for the delay, relayed by 
Atty. Gen. Edward H. I^evi, is to give 
time to consider an unspecified m atter 
involving national security, the com­ 
mittee said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
editor of the Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation’s official magazine has 
criticized the Ohio State Fairgrounds 
as a “hodgepodge of buildings, stands, 
tents and dead end walkways” which 
confuses visitors and threatens the 
fair’s reputation. 
S.C. Cashman, the editor and a 
former state fair director, said the 
fairgrounds have strayed from a 
m aster plan which he said called for 
organized and logical development of 
the grounds.

COLUMBUS, Ohio < AP) — The Ohio 
Highway Patrol w ill investigate 
charges of alleged criminal activities 
at Longview State 
Hospital 
near 
Cincinnati and the Columbus State In­ 
stitute. 
Dr. Timothy Moritz, state mental 
health director, said the decision for a 
patrol investigation was made at a 
meeting Tuesday with Highway Safety 
Director Donald L. Cook. 
“ The highway patrol has the 
primary statutory' responsibility and 
authority to investigate alleged 
criminal activities on state property, 
including mental institutions,” he said. 
Moritz said his department will 
provide all possible assistance and 
cooperation to the patrol in its in­ 
vestigation. He said the probe will be 
limited to possible criminal activities. 
The director said he believes the 
investigation will be “ beneficial to 
employes and patients in institutions 
by removing criminal elements which 
are threatening their welfare.”

Find Jupiter's 
14th Moon 


LOS AN GELES (A P) — “ It’s not 
like the discovery of America; it’s 
more like the discovery of Catalina 
Island,” says astronomer Charles 
Kowal. who claims he has found a 14th 
moon of the planet Jupiter. 
The new moon is just a speck, about 
four miles across and 400 million miles 
from earth, but it’s only the 34th known 
moon in our solar system and the 
second such discovery since 1951. 
Kowal, 34, an astronomer for the 
Hale Observatory near San Diego, also 
found Jupiter's 13th moon, and his 
latest discovery was reported Tuesday 
in a telephone interview. 
How was a moon able to escape 
detection for so long? 
“ There are a lot of unknown things in 
the universe,” Kowal said. “ You just 
can't look at all of them. And partly ifs 
a matter of fashion. Exotic things like 
quasars 
and 
black 
holes 
are 
fashionable right now and satellites 
are not.” 
Kowal made the discovery with a 
200-inch telescope at Mt. Palomar 
Observatory, 
about 
120 
miles 
southeast of Ix>s Angeles. He says his 
success is largely due to special 
photographic plates that are baked in 
an oven with nitrogen gas and can 
detect very faint objects. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - When 
Margaret Schran talks gun control, 
most of her ideas are typical of those 
who favor restrictions. She wants a 
ban on handguns and registration of all 
other guns. 
But in testimony before the House 
Judiciary 
Committee, Ms. 
Schran 
added a wrinkle which Chairman 
Harry J. 
Lehman, D-16 Shaker 
Heights, said he’d never heard of 
before. 
Ms. Schran, who uses the title by 
preference, wants to give a piece of 
gun control to the private sector. 
Borrowing a 
chapter 
from 
the 
automobile world, she has proposed 
compulsory liability insurance on 
guns. 
Ms. Schran, who proposed the in­ 
surance scheme during a committee 
hearing in Dayton, says the insurance 
not only would force gun owners to be 
responsible for their weapons, but also 
would amount to nongovernmental gun 
control. Poor risks simply wouldn’t be 
able to afford the insurance. 
And insurance companies, with a 
financial interest at stake, likely would 
be a bit more careful in screening gun 
owners, she said. 
“ You know, when you get car in­ 
surance, they come around and ask 
you what your driving and drinking 
habits are,” she explained. 


“ Maybe if they (gun owners) had 
insurance, then they’d have to be 
asked, Where are you going to keep it9 
What are your drinking habits?” ’ 
Ms. Schran said the questions and 
the insurance rates would force gun 
owners to become more aware of their 
responsibilities. 
“ The public is paying for those who 
use guns carelessly,” she says. ‘ We all 
help pay for gun accidents. They 
(victims) take up hospital space, and 
they up our insurance rates.” 
Lehman 
said 
Ms. 
Schran’s 
suggestion is “ the most novel proposal 
that’s come forward that has merit,” 
but agreed with Ms. Schran that it 
would have to be tied to gun registra­ 
tion to be workable. 
Her idea was panned, however, by a 
spokesman for the National Rifle 
Association in Washington, even 
without gun registration. 
Public relations 
manager Steve 
Hines, saying that he was speaking for 
himself, said the proposal would un­ 
necessarily burden the responsible gun 
owner. 
“ I don’t see this on the surface as an 
approach that would go after the 
criminal,” Hines said. “ It seeks to put 
the burden on the honest citizen.” 
Lehman said the committee would 
study the idea. If a majority of com­ 
mittee members favor pursuing it, 


insurance companies will be invited to 
present their views, he said. 
Lehman’s committee is holding 
hearings throughout the state on gun 
control, with the next scheduled for 
next Wednesday in Toledo. 
He said the hearings should conclude 
by Thanksgiving with legislation 
before the committee by early next 
year.

ATHENS, Ohio (AP) — High land 
costs have forced at least a temporary 
halt in plans to develop an Ohio 
National Guard training site in 
southeastern Ohio, according to Asst. 
Ohio Adj. Gen. James Abraham 
Abraham said in an interview that a 
feasibility study has been completed 
and indicates that unless land can be 
obtained at a lower cost, the project 
might have to be scrapped. 
Abraham said the site would require 
about 38,000 acres, and studies in all 
southeastern Ohio counties showed it 
would cost the state $40 million to $50 
million to acquire the land.

Hum bard 
Cathedral 
In Trouble 


AKRON, Ohio (AP)-The pastor of 
the Cathedral of Tomorrow is seeking 
$2.2 million to prevent his ministry 
from becoming the cathedral of yes­ 
terday. 
The Rev. Rex Humbard blames 
state and federal actions for creating 
“ government controlled budgets’’ 
under which his church is struggling to 
pay off debts, 
In February 1973, the state and the 
U.S. Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission accused the Cathedral of using 
unlicensed sales persons to sell un­ 
registered securities. The "Cathedral 
and the state worked out a program 
under which holders ot more man 
million of the church’s securities could 
recover their investments. 
The Rev. Mr. Humbard likened this 
action to a bank calling one of its 
customers and saying, “pay off all the 
mortgage on your home and car im­ 
mediately.” 
The pastor has now urged friends of 
the church to donate $2.2 million to pay 
off the church’s debt. 
As of June 30, the Cathedral had 
repaid all but $3.4 million. Another $1.2 
million was in a Columbus bank ac­ 
count established to cover the debt. 
“This ministry was dealt a crushing 
blow two years ago when the govern­ 
ment demanded we pay off our bonds 
and church notes that our friends had 
purchased to expand this worldwide 
outreach,” the pastor said in a letter. 
He also has made the appeal on his 
television programs which reach 488 
television outlets around the world.

Texas Parish Priest

LLANO, Tex. 
(AF) — Actress 
Sophia I^oren’s “friendship with a poor 
parish priest in the heart of Texas” 
may provide a new church for 40 
Roman Catholic families in this Hill 
Country community west of Austin, 
says the Rev. Anthony Goossens. 
“She has charity and compassion for 
poor people,” Father Goossens said of 
the film star with whom he has corre­ 
sponded for IO years. 
Miss Ix)ren sent Father Goossens a 
set of five ruby rings to be auctioned 
off for money to rebuild the Holy 
Trinity mission church in his parish, 
which covers 3,000 sparsely populated 
square miles. 
About 350 Roman Catholic families, 
mostly MexicanAmericans, live in the 
parish, and about 40 of them attend the 
Llano mission church. 
“It is a poor parish,” said Father 
Goossens, who drives around it in an 
eld Volkswagen. “I gave them (the 
parishioners) the good news last week. 
They all want to write to Miss Loren 
and thank her.” 
He said he does not know how he will 
auction off the rings. 
“I have had calls from around the 
country from people who want to buy 
them,” he said. “We are going to have 
to go out of the parish, or the state, to 
get enough money to rebuild the 
church. 
“I really do not know how much the 
rings are worth. The real value of the 


rings is that they come from her ... but, 
of course, she doesn’t buy jewelry at a 
dime store.” 


The 61-year-old priest went to 
Houston in 1965 to visit patients in 
hospitals there. He met a French 
woman who had just undergone heart 
surgery and whose trip had been paid 
for by Miss Ixiren. 


The priest wrote to Miss Ixiren to tell 
her of the patient’s condition after the 
successful operation, and the actress 
“wrote back to thank me. And then I 
wrote back and told her about oui 
work,” Father Goossens said. 


The pair continued to exchange 
letters, 
and 
when 
the 
Oblate 
missionary returned to his native 
Holland for a visit, he arranged to 
meet with Miss Loren in Rome. He saw 
her again last December. 


“It was then that I told her about the 
missions and mentioned casually that 
we were trying to raise money. I sug­ 
gested that she give something of her 
own, and she asked me what that could 
be. 


“After I returned to Texas, I wrote to 
her suggesting she donate a ring. She 
sent the rings, saying she had used 
them in a picture very dear to her. 
“She said, ‘I hope your auction is a 
smashing success. Please keep me in 
your prayers.’”

Portuguese Troops 
Still In Rebellion 


OPORTO, 
Portugal 
(AP) 
— 
Mutinous far-left soldiers dispersed 
several thousand menacing demon­ 
strators during the night by driving a 
tank through the crowd. 
The demonstrators, members of the 
centrist Popular Democratic party, 
were advancing on the rebels behind 
makeshift wooden shields when the 
tank drove into their ranks. 
Three soldiers armed with rifles 
were perched atop the vehicle, but no 
shots were fired and no injuries were 
reported. 
Earlier, the demonstrators engaged 
in a rock-throwing melee with sup­ 
porters of the mutineers. Several of the 
demonstrators were struck by rocks. 
The mutineers belong to an artillery’ 
regiment across the Douro River from 
Oporto, 175 miles noth of Lisbon. They 
are demanding the reinstatement of 
leftist activists purged from military 
units. 
Fear of civil war has increased in 
Portugal as more and more army units 
have taken sides between moderate 
leftists who control the government 
and the radical left which preaches 
revolution. 
The moderates, led by the Socialists 
and the Popular Democrats who won 
two thirds of the vote in April’s 
national elections, seek restoration of 
traditional discipline within the mili­ 
tary, while the Communists have 
promoted dissent.

Grain, Oil Deals W ith Russia Eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A U.S.- 
Soviet agreement on American grain 
sales may be near and could involve a 
separate accord for the U.S. purchase 
of Russian oil, government sources 
say. 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard E. Bell, one of the negotiators, 
was scheduled to arrive here today 
“with no assurance that an agreement 
had been reached” for longterm grain 
sales, a senior Agriculture Depart­ 
ment official said. 
But White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said there had been no 
snag in the grain deal and that the U.S. 
team ’s chief negotiator, Under­ 
secretary of State Charles Robinson, 
had left Moscow for another meeting in 
Paris. 
Other sources said Wednesday night, 
however, that Robinson had remained 
in Moscow in hopes of putting final 
touches on at least an “agreement in 
principle” on both grain and oil. 
The sources stressed that the 
dealings do not involve a barter of U.S. 
grain for Soviet oil and that the two are 
being considered as separate trade 
packages. The sources also indicated 
that formal agreements still could be 
some time off. 
The sources indicated that if accords 
are worked out announcements would 
come simultaneously from the White 
House and the Kremlin. 
Meanwhile, President Ford is under 
pressure from farm groups and rural 
members of Congress to lift an em­ 
bargo on grain sales to the Soviet 
Union. Ford announced Sept. 9 that the 
sales moratorium would remain until 
after a new U.S. crop report in mid- 
October 
and

negotiating a longterm grain sales 
agreement. 
The adm inistration acted after 
concern was expressed by various 
labor groups and others that the ex­ 
ports would increase U.S. food prices 
by driving up grain prices.

indicated — as they had been earlier 
by USDA — further sales to Russia 
could be permitted without undue 
stress on U.S. supplies.

M alpractice Suits 
Stifling Research? 


DETROIT (AP) - One of the 
nation’s pioneer heart surgeons says 
major breakthroughs in treating heart 
disease are being stifled by consumer 
activists whose threats of malpractice 
suits are frightening physicians. 
Dr. Dwight Harken of Boston, here 
to deliver the keynote address to an 
international symposium on cardiae 
surgery, said in an interview Wed­ 
nesday that the “well-intentioned and 
often good efforts” of many consumer 
advocates have frequently proved 
harmful. 
“There has developed a public at­ 
titude that could kill creativity” in 
heart surgery, said Harken, the first 
surgeon to successfully remove shell 
fragments from the heart during 
World War II. 
“ Consum erism and overkill in 
demands for absolute safety have 
become so restrictive that many 
errors of omission may replace a few 
errors of commission. 
“The public requirement that the 
practitioner be completely successful 
or be responsible in the courts is a 
devastating inroad. 
“That any failure of a device or 


procedure may be penalized has stifled 
innovation, restricted industry and 
unfavorably affected the quality, 
distribution and cost of the delivery of 
health care.” 


Harken was the first physician to 
place a totally implantable pacemaker 
in the body and has developed heart 
valves, heart 
lung 
machines, 
in­ 
struments and surgical techniques for 
treating heart disease. 
He said it is important that more 
doctors work to develop still better 
instruments and techniques, but the 
“ popular growing wave of con­ 
sum erism plus the epidem ic of 
malpractice suits” now sweeping the 
m edical com m unity has caused 
hesitation among m any would-be 
pioneers. 
“ We need a new era of public 
awareness that a doctor tries to give 
the patient something better than what 
he has,” despite the fact that the effort 
may not always be successful, Harken 
said. 
Harken suggested that binding 
arbitration is the m ost feasible 
solution to malpractice disputes.

Circleville Gridders Ready To Sail 
Into The Wilmington Hurricane Friday 


“The last time the Tigers won at 
Wilmington was in 1967 but we cer­ 
tainly intend to change this situation 
Friday night.” 
These were the words of Circleville 
coach Larry Cook as he and his 
coaching staff are busy preparing the 
Red and Black gridders for the up­ 
coming battle with the Hurricane. 
Wilmington is 4-1 for the season and 
have another strong league contender. 
After losing the season opener to a 
good Xenia team, the Hurricane has 
defeated Clinton Massie, Cincinnati 
Purcell, Greenfield and Hillsboro. 
The Hurricane will operate from 
various offensive formations including 
an I slot, left and right, split end with a 
wishbone and a power I with two tight 
ends. 
They are basically a power football 
team, running the fullback up the 
middle and off tackle and shooting the 
tailback on counters, counter traps up 
the middle and power plays off tackle. 
Duane Early, 6-foot-l, 180-pound, 
provides the Hurricane with a quar­ 
terback who can run and also likes to 
throw quick pop passes over the 
middle and is capable of firing the long 


bomb. 
Wilmington will use a 5-2 monster 
defense, angling three or four of the 
front five, blitzing with the inside 
linebackers and using a zone pass 
coverage. 
Circleville will once again combine 
its multiple offense with a stubborn 
defense which has kept the record 
clean this year. 
The Tigers rely on offensive and 
defensive consistency and the poise of 
the players to keep the opposition off 
balance. 
Tiger awards, made by the coaches 
for their efforts in the Greenfield 
game, went to: Biff Bumgarner, of­ 
fensive back; Tom McGuire, offensive 
lineman; Brent Mancini, defensive 
back; Harl Stevenson, defensive 
lineman; Bill Mogan, specialty team;

practice players of the week. 
“ We think that Wilmington is 
definitely is a real contender for the 
South Central Ohio League crown and 
we will have to be at our best against 
them,” coach Cook commented.

When the Hurricane has the ball, the 
Tigers will have: Bo Barthelmas, 
Reds Take Aim A t Red Sox 


BOSTON (AP) — After stealing the 
National League pennant, the Cin­ 
cinnati Reds are planning the biggest 
haul of all—the World Series. 
The Cincinnati gang, which stole 
bases almost at will in a three-game 
NL playoff sweep of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, prepared to hijack the rich 
world championship of baseball with a 
similar plan. 
“We can steal, we can hit, we have 
the bullpen,” says Pete Rose, brash 
ringleader of the National League 
champions. “ We did everything 
against the Pirates. I don’t see why we 
should stop now.” 
The Reds worked out today in Cin­ 
cinnati and planned to jet into Boston 
Friday morning before taking on the 
American League champions in the 
World Series opener on Saturday. The 
Red Sox went through a similar 
workout in cozy Fenway Park. 
Although the Red Sox will have the 
advantage of the extra home game in 
this best-of-seven series, the Reds 
have been installed as slight favorites 
by virtue of their extravagantly 
successful season. 
Led by Rose—alias the “Cincinnati 
Kid”—the Reds flashed through the 
National League West and knocked off 
108 victories en route to the division 
pennant. 
“This is the best team I’ve been on in 
my 13 years playing in Cincinnati,” 
says Rose, who had 210 hits, including 
47 doubles, a .317 batting average and 
74 RBI in the leadoff position this year. 
“This is the most complete team. This 
team has the long ball, the defense, 
home run hitters, speed, good starting 
pitchers and the great bullpen.” 
Among the muscleboys on the 
Cincinnati club are Johnny Bench and 
Tony Perez, two right-handed hitters 
who’ll no doubt have their batting eyes 
fixed on the friendly left field wall in 
Fenway called “The Green Monster.” 
Bench, possibly the best catcher in 
baseball, was bothered by a sore arm 
for most of the year but still managed 
to wallop 28 homers and bat in 110 
runs. Perez, the first baseman almost 
traded by the Reds last winter, belted 
20 homers and had 109 RBL Second 
baseman Joe Morgan, another strong 
wheel on the “Big Red Machine” and 
possibly its most important cog, had 
his best season in 1975—a .327 batting 
average, 94 runs batted in and 67 
steals. 
“This is the best team we’ve had 
since I’ve been here because we didn’t 
depend on Bench to drive in 120 runs, 
Morgan to steal 70 bases and me to get 
220 hits,” Rose beamed. 
To be sure, the Reds have an 
exquisite all-around team that excels 
on defense as well as offense. Short­ 
stop Dave Concepcion plays at third 
baseman Rose’s side and rounds out 
the infield. The outfield includes three 


players with some 
of the 
most 
powerful arms in baseball—George 
Foster in left, Cesar Geronimo in 
center and Ken Griffey in right. 
Along with the lusty hitting and the 
gorgeous defense, the Reds have a 
pitching staff that includes Don 
Gullett, the opening day starter, Fred 
Norman and Gary Nolan and a bullpen 
anchored by Clay Carroll, one of the 
best in the game. 
Gullett will be pitching in a danger 
zone at Fenway Park— a treacherous 
place for lefthanders because of that 
short left-field wall. But Manager 
Sparky Anderson isn’t concerned 
about the situation. 
“I’ll pitch Gullett anywhere, in 
Yellowstone Park—anyplace,” says 
the Cincinnati manager who has led 
the Reds to three pennants in the last 
six years. 
The Red Sox, who are starting un­ 
flappable Luis Tiant in the first game, 
know exactly what they have to do to 
beat the rugged National league 
kings. 
Points out catcher Carlton Fisk: 
“You can’t stop good baserunners. But 
if the pitchers do their job and keep 
them off the bases, that’s how you stop 
them.” 
If Tiant pitches anywhere like he did 
in last week’s American 
League 
playoffs against the Oakland A’s, the 
Red Sox are in business. Boston’s “old 
man” pitched a three-hitter against 
the three-tim e world champions, 
triggering the Red Sox to a shocking 
three-game sweep. 
The Red Sox, in the World Series for 
the first time since 1967 and only the 
third time in owner Tom Yawkey’s 
career in Boston, are a perfect blend of 
age and youth. 
Outfielder Carl Yastrzemski, the 
respected veteran who is one of the two 
players left from the 1967 Red Sox 
team, calls this year’s edition the best 
Boston club he’s ever seen. Third 
baseman Rico Petrocelli, the other 
veteran, agrees with Yaz. And so do a 
lot of Red Soxwatchers. 
Yastrzemski, who played first base 
all season while the Red Sox were 
using rookie flash Jim Rice in left 
field, went back to the outfield for the 
playoffs after Rice suffered a broken 
hand in the homestretch of the 
divisional race. The former Golden 
Glove outfielder shows no nervousness 
over the quick switch. 
“I can play left field in my sleep,” 
says Boston’s acknowleged team 
leader.

“ Trade Leads” are not classified and 
are regularly made available to all 
interested Ohio companies, he noted. 
Development director James A. 
Duerk said Charles E. Shields, assist­ 
ant director of the Dusseldorf office, 
had denied the accusation. 
However, Duerk confirmed that 
Shields had been the beneficiary of a 
vacation in Scotland, which was paid 
for in part by David L. Bryant, Inter­ 
vest’s former European management 
director, and the man making the 
charges. 
Shields, who has agreed to pay for 
the vacation in full, is resigning from 
the state job effective Friday, Bolton 
said. Both Bolton and Duerk declined 
to link his departure to the allegations. 
Bolton said he did not intend at this 
time to ask for an investigation by any 
law enforcement agency, although he 
said the state auditor’s office had been 
informed of the Intervest situation. 
A spokesman for Auditor Thomas E. 
Ferguson said the German office 
would be checked, but only as part of a 
routine audit of the entire development 


department. An auditor’s investigation 
is not appropriate unless there is a 
charge of misuse of state funds, he 
said. 
The department operates small 
offices in Dusseldorf and Brussels, 
Belgium to promote exports from Ohio

and

Bolton said Intervest apparently was 
no longer in operation. 
Bryant could not be reached for 
comment.

The boy was injured during a pickup 
football game in a friend’s yard on 
Sept. 21. He finished the game but 
complained of a headache when he 
returned home, his parents said.

Dr. George Dakters, a neurosurgeon 
who operated on the Carmen youth, 
said, “ I think modern technology has 
outstripped the legal system. With this 
age of transplantation, the matter will 
have to go to the courts and be 
changed.” 
He said lack of brain activity, such 
as exhibited by Randal, is generally 
accepted as death in most medical 
centers. But he added that the “ law as 
I understand it, is that as long as there 
is a heart beat it is not death.” 
Carmen said it took a lot of strength 
for him and his wife to make their 
decision. “ We talked to a lot of 
preachers and prayed a lot...I don’t 
think parents should have to go 
through this.”

ED ITO R’S NOTE: The following 
history of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union in Pickaway 
County was prepared in cooperation 
with the Bicentennial Commission 
Women's Organizations Committee. 
The history' was compiled by Nona 
Hankins, state director of Christian 
Outreach and Helen Knece, county 
president. 


The following history of Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union of 
Pickaway County was compiled by 
Nona Hankins, state director of 
Christian Outreach, and Helen Knece, 
president. 
In the early days of Pickaway 
County, sobriety and temperance were 
the exception rather than the rule. 
Distilleries converted the native com 
into whiskey which found a ready 
market both at home and abroad. It 
was the custom to serve whisky with 
meals at taverns and the man who 
abstained wholly from the use of liquor 
was rare. 
The distilleries disappeared as a 
market for the corn was secured and a 
temperance sentiment was begun, 
which finally crystallized in the 
organization of lodges of “ Sons Of 
Temperance” and 
“ Independent 
Order Of Good Templars Societies” 
which flourished from 30 to 40 years. 
The work was then taken up by the 
women who in the Ohio Crusade of 1873 
brought about the desired reforms and 
the WCTU was organized. 
The following account of the work of 
WCTU in Pickaw ay County was 
written by Miss Josie R. Hewitt of 
Darbyville who served 14 consecutive 
times as county president. 
WCTU was organized 
in South 
Bloomfield in 1890. It has steadily 
grown in interest and kept in touch 
with state, national and world work, 
being the largest organization of 
women in the world. A bow of white 
ribbon links together this organized 
army of Christian women. It works 
along many lines to secure better laws, 
better living, better men and women, 
and better homes and stands for the 
overthrow of liquor traffic, listed as 
the direct cause of nine-tenths of the 
evil in the world. The WCTU motto is 
“ For God And Home And Every 
Land.” 
Two-hundred members were first 
enrolled with a “ Loyal Temperance 
Legion” for children. Unions were then 
organized in Ashville, Commercial 
Point and New Holland. On Aug. 25, 
1893. the Pickaway County Convention 
was held at the Darbyville Camp­ 
ground and unions were organized in 
Williamsport and Five Points. 
Circleville, one of the Ohio towns 
touched by the fire of the Crusade, 
would not let the spirit of war against 
the saloons die down and so other cities 
became involved. On Sept. 28,1895, the 
Circleville Union was organized by 
Miss Hewitt on the 56th birthday of 
Frances Williams, president of the 
national foundation of WCTU. 
In the history of the organization 
Circleville had important parts in the 
work and entertained the Fifth State 
Convention in 1878. Lizzie Blackstone 
and Abbie Gusman were two of the 
earliest presidents of the Circleville 
union. In 1896 a union was organized in 
Pherson and one in 1901 at Atlanta, and 
in Tarlton and Orient in 1905. Miss 
Valerie Hixson was the first president 
in Pickaway County. 
Present day members have a motto 
of “ Agitate And Legislate,” with 
particular emphasis on laws being 
introduced to educate members as to 
the nature of them. 
A general reactivating of WCTU took 
place in 1940 when Mrs. Mary Harpster 
of Kingston 
became president 
of 
Pickaway County Union and served 
five years with Mrs. Bess Allen of 523 
E . 
Franklin 
St., 
serving 
as 
corresponding 
secretary. 
Mrs. 
Margaret Gard of 226 E. Franklin St., 
served as officer in charge of the 
teenage YTC. Mrs. Fannie Greeno is 
listed many times as soloist for most 
meetings. 
Carpet rags and cushion covers were 
sent to the Soldiers and Sailors Home 
in Dayton, and numerous layettes 
were 
made 
by 
members 
and 
distributed where most needed. Money 
was given to the Red Cross and blood 
donors were secured. Many stock sale 
dinners were served to raise money for 
the organization. 
One road sign was purchased for the 
county and two sets of books were 
placed in the Public Library and Book­ 
mobile. Books on alcohol education 
were placed in each school in the 
county. Quilts were made selling 
spaces for names at a charge of IO 
cents and patches were sewn on 
newly made aprons at the same 
charge. Four thousand blotters were 
given to schools. 
Mrs. Florence Haughn served as 
president several times and was in­ 
strumental in giving thousands of 
cancer pads to Veterans Hospital at 
Chillicothe. 
Mrs. Nona Hankins president from 
1969-1972, organized women to place 
five books on alcohol and narcotics in 
school libraries and furnished packets 
of this material to teachers in public 
schools. Along with subscriptions of 
“ Listen” magazine in schools, 300 
temperance lessons were distributed 
in sunday school Classes under her 
direction. Mrs. Helen Knece, who 
served as vice-president, secured Jack 
M ills 
of 
the 
C ircleville 
Police 
Department as a speaker for Salem 


Methodist Youth Fellowship. Petitions 
were collected and sent to get prayer 
back in schools, HR Bill 8388. 
Mrs. Helen Knece who now holds the 
presidency of Pickaway County WCTU 
is concerned about drugs. The county 
unions have distributed 150 pamphlets 
to parents about what they should 
know about the different types of 
drugs, their usage and effects.

LIM ERIC K, Ireland (A P) - Hopes 
rose today that kidnaped Dutch 
businessman Tiede Herrema is still 
alive after his company received “ new 
demands” from the gang which ab­ 
ducted and threatened to kill him. 
Executives at the Dutch-owned 
Ferenka steel factory on the outskirts 
of Lim erick said the kidnapers 
telephoned them Wednesday night 
using a code word that indicated the 53- 
year-old Herrema is alive. 
“ W e’re satisfied the call was 
authentic,” a Ferenka spokesman 
said. 
He declined to disclose the “ new 
demands,” but Ferenka’s parent firm, 
Azko, has offered to pay a ransom for 
Herrema and fly the kidnapers out of 
Ireland in a company jet. 
The spokesman stressed Ferenka 
wants the kidnapers to provide “ strong 
positive 
evidence” 
Herrema 
is 
unharmed before it makes any deal.

Spencer, a Ix>s Angeles political 
strategist, denied the accusation, 
which Scripps-Howard said came from 
political consultant Raymond V.

The sources called Spencer the 
original “ dirty trickster,” teaching his 
followers it is “ not how you play the 
game that counts, it is whether you win 
or lose,” according to ScrippsHoward.

PH ILA D ELPH IA (AP) - Pollster 
Ivouis Harris says the popularity of 
elected officials has dropped to an all- 
time low 
because 
people 
believe 
elected officials are out of touch with 
the public’s needs. 
Harris told the National Conference 
of State Legislatures Wednesday that a 
recent 
poll 
conducted 
by 
his 
organization 
showed 
that 
the 
American electorate was unwilling to 
support politicians “ who would try to 
soothe away their worries with false 
and easy promises (or) those who 
would try to panic them by appeals to 
easy fear.” 
Harris’ speech drew a standing 
ovation, and the delegates jammed a 
press room to get a copy of the talk. 
Several said they needed the in­ 
formation because it could help them 
remain in office. 
H arris told the delegates that 
politicians' have been unwilling to 
come up with hard solutions to such 
problems as the energy crisis and 
recession for fear they would lose 
popularity. 
He said, however, that polls have 
shown Americans respect a strong 
stand on controversial issues. 
“ Make no mistake about it,” he said. 
“ The public is finished with the old 
politics.”

He said biofeedback harnesses “ the 
placebo effect,” the well-documented 
phenomenon of patients improving 
merely from suggestion after taking a 
fake medicine. 
“ The placebo effect is one of the 
most powerful things known to 
medicine,” said Dr. Green. “ That 
power hasn’t been utilized.” 
Biofeedback uses sensors that 
monitor a patient’s skin temperature, 
brain function or nerve action. These 
signals are amplified and then 
displayed on a dial. The patient is 
shown the dial reading and told to 
change it simply by concentration. 
Dr. Green said that patients, in ef­ 
fect, are taught to consciously affect 
some bodily functions which normally 
are controlled by the unconscious 
mind. 
A high rate of success of the 
technique 
has 
been 
shown 
for 
psychosomatic illnesses, or ailments 
with a mental instead of physical 
origin. Dr. Green claims that 50 to 80 
per cent of all medical complaints 
originate from psychological stress. 
Dr. Arthur E. Gladman, a California 
psychiatrist, reported he has used 
biofeedback to treat successfully such 
disorders as migraine headache, 
Raynaud’s Disease 
(a 
circulatory 
disorder), asthma, peptic ulcer and 
chronic pain. He said he has used the 
technique on 175 patients and ex­ 
perienced some degree of success with 
each one, but he admits “ biofeedbacks 
is still pretty much of a mystery.” 
His patients ranged in age from ll to 
84 and all had ailments caused by some 
type of emotional and psychological 
stress. 
He said that often the beneficial 
effects went far beyond the original 
complaint. 
“ Many patients feel they are at the 
control of outside forces,” said the 
psychiatrist. “ When they develop a 
way to control internal forces, they de­ 
velop a new awareness of self. It 
enables individuals to view the world 
in a new way.” 
The reports came on the first day of 
the meeting, sponsored 
by the 
Academy of Parapsychology and 
Medicine. It has attracted doctors 
from 30 states.
